WHAT'S If GONNA DO? The eld 
topic continues daily, unabated. 
Between the horizon's rims, how- 
ever, one can usually scent a 
nearby storm or fair weather 
ahead. 


CUMULUS clouds, small and fluffy white in a deep 
blue sky, indicate fine weather, especially in summer.

hen it comes to predicting the weather, amateur 
weathermen can't compete with the Weather Bureau 


with its scientific gadgets and widely-gathered data. 


There are limitations. 
With close attention to a barometer, clouds and winds, the 


weatherman himself says that almost anyone can become a 
short-range weather prophet. 


Farmers, mariners and flyers long have been able sky- 


scanners. If you want to pick your own weather during the 
coming seasons of changeable climate, here are a few things 
the amateur weatherman should know:

HOW TO JUDGE THE WINDS 


Generally, northwest wind is a precursor of fine, bracing weather. 
Northeast wind usually indicates heavy rain, often a windstorm. 
Meteorologists measure the wind, classify it according to speeds 
which range from "calm" to "hurricane." Here are observations 
that may be made without instruments. Figures show miles-per-hour.

Coaching is not an easy profession. Bill 


Murray—more than others—knows that. 


"A coach," he says, "is a volatile, emo- 


tional human being. Coaching is his means 
of expression." 


At times, however, in his quest to express 


himself—especially 
in the 
high-pressure 


game of college football—a coach may go, 
or be pushed by circumstances, to ugly ex- 
tremes. 


As past chairman of the coaches associa- 


tion committee on ethics, Bill Murray is fam- 
iliar with the ills of college football. 


In his new job, he will not be able to cor- 


rect them all, but he will be able to exer- 
cise a measure of control over the coaches 
association. 


"Wherever you have the intensity of com- 


petition," Murray said, "you have problems. 
There is overzealousness in some quarters 
and in some situations certain people take 
advantage.

have," Murray said. "That will be my job."

dore Francis Green, who 


died last week at the age of 98: 


He resigned his position as 


chairman of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Commitee when his 
powers began to fall not very 
noticeably. Voluntarily giving 
up a position of importance be- 
.{we-one really has to is some- 
thing few men and fewer politi- 
cians are capable of. 


He entered the United States 


Senate when he was 70 years 
old and proceeded to spend the 
next 24 years—from 1937 to 1961 
— there. He was the 
oldest 


member ever to serve in Con- 
gress. (And if memory serves, 
he still held his commission as 
,£i second lieutenant in the U. S. 
Army at the time; he had re- 
ceived it in the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War.) 


He accepted being labeled, an- 


other rare quality in politicians. 
Oftentimes the most predictable, 
party-lining of that occupational 
groups are the ones most likely, 
to describe themselves as unpre- 
dictable 
non-conformists. Mr. 


Green called himself a Roose- 
%elt New Dealer — "unless 
there's a stronger term." 


The way he dressed — Sena- 


tor Green was given .to rich 
fabrics and billowy, breastpoc- 
ket handerchiefs. They comple- 
mented 
his 
generous 
nose, 


generouser moustache and mod- 
est pince-nez. 


The way he, though the most 


partisan of Democrats-, support- 
ed the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion's foreign policy in the spirit 
of bipartisan unity. And the way 
he never made much fuss aBout 
it. 


The way he partied — he was 


a superb dancer, particularly 
in his late 80s. He kept it up ev- 
en when he began to get absent- 
minded. At one gathering,.his 
hostess caught him peeking in- 
fo the little black memo book 
he carred with him. "Are you 
checking to see where you go 
next?" she asked, knowing his 
busy evening schedule. "Oh, 
no," he assured her. "I'm 
checking to see where I am 
now." 


The way he felt about auto- 


mobiles: He used to make the 
rounds of the parties in Wash- 
ington attired informal dress 
and traveling via trolley car. Af- 
ter thoroughly embarassing his 
aides by hitching rides for cam- 
paign appearances 
(he would 


arrive at the most fashionable 
places in the most dilapidated 
vehicles) 
the senator 
at last 


gave in to the importunities of 
his aides with the words "Oh, 
all right. Go out and buy me one 
tff the things." He seldom used 
it and steadfastly refused to 
drive it. Then he had it mount- 
ed on blocks in the carriage 
house behind his mansion, in 
the way one would lock up a dan- 
gerous weapon. He once said 
that if he were hit by an auto- 
mobile, he would like "to be 
carried into court on a stretcher 
and with my last breath make 
A dramatic plea for traffic safe- 
*y," (he was inclined to talk the 
way he dressed.) 
And finally, his explanation 


for remaining a life-long baches 
lor, an explanation that is now 
widely recognized as the World's 
Second Place performance in 
that field. "I wait impatiently 
for each Leap Year," Senator 
Green would explain. "When it 
arrives my hopes are high that 
Somebody wiil speak for me, 
Then nothing happens, and hope 
begins to fade."

South Pipe. 


Mr. Prall was manager of the 


handle mill here, and they lived 
on the corner of North Main and 
West Avenue C. They were the 
parents of several children. But 
what about the magnolia trees? 


Mrs. Frail recognized the pos- 


sibilities for growing beauty if 
magnolia trees were planted at 
Rose Hill. What could she do 
about it personally? She could 
do handwork on china, a friend 
told her. The friend was anxious 
to purchase it, and with t h e 
money the talented Mrs. Prall 
could buy magnolia trees for 
the cemetery project. That is 
just what she did, painting two 
plates and planting two trees 
each year. 


The beautiful results of the 


lovely magnolias are seen and 
enjoyed by one and all. In addi- 
tion to this living memorial to 
the lady from Virginia there are 
several of her works of art own- 
ed by local people and highly 
prized by them. These include 
paintings and the hand-painted 
ehina.

Tornadoes 
Being Studied

NORMAN, Ok la., (AP) - 


Buildings blasted apart like 
playing-card houses. Trees bro- 
ken like discarded match sticks. 
Homes and lives shattered in a 
few moments of uncontrolled 
violence. 


Such 
scenes 
are 
created 


throughout the Midwest and 
Southwest each year by one of 
nature's most dreaded excesses 
— the tornadoes which can spsw 
from almost any severe thun- 
derstorm. 


Nothing known to man can 


control the ravages of the killer 
winds — but greater knowledge 
of the forces which generate the 
twisters' deadly vortex is saving 
more lives each year. 


The United States, using facil- 


ities centered in the university 
city of Norman, is In the sixth 
year of an ambitious study of 
thunderstorms, squall lines and 
tornadoes. 


The studies at the Norman 


Severe Storms Laboratory al- 
ready have led to improved pre- 
dictions which weather experts 
are using to give advance notice 
of threatening storm systems, 


The tools of the study are 


many — ground-based radar 
systems, 
balloon-borne radio 


devices, visual sightings, and 
reports from airplanes which fly 
into, around and 
over 
the 


storms. 


Piloted by Air Force Maj. R. 


J. Vanden-Heuyel, one of the 
key pieces of this year's study is 
an especially equipped F100 
Sabre Jet fighter plane from 
Wright-Patterson 
Air 
Force 


Base at Dayton, Ohio- 


Maj. 
Vanden-Heuvel 
is 
a 


member of the select group 
called "Rough Riders," men 
who ride the wild winds of 
?torm systems. 


"There isn't a man in my unit 


who wouldn't like the chance to 
do what I'm doing," the youth- 
ful-appearing major said. "Oth- 
er pilots are ordered not to get 
loo close to storms — they let 
mfi flv right, into them." 


Guided by radar-watch teams 


on the ground, Vanden-fJeuvel 
makes repeated runs through 
developing storms. 


The equipment packed into 


the nose and cockpit of the 
plane is used to collect and 
mpniotr the forces nd atmos- 
pheric conditions. 


The major is operating under 


some strict limits because a 
pilot last year flew into a storm 
bearing baseball-sized hail. 


Frank Dechirico, in charge of 


niantienance of the Rough Rider 
aircraft, said the 
bullet-proof 


glass on the cockpit was shat- 


tered, there were galnt holes in 
the wings and body and pieces 
of the wing cover peeled off. 
"I've been in combat situations, 
and I've never seen an airplane 
come back damaged like that 
plane," he said. 


In addition to the Rough Rider 


flights, an equipment-weighted 
DC6 will fly around the storms 
, to record peripheral Information 
while a U2 flies over the tops of 
the storms.which observers say 
can shoot up thousands of feet 
in a minute's time. 


"No one knows how fast the 


circular winds In a tornado 
blow," said Gene Lee, coordina- 
tor of aircraft study at the lab 
in Norman. 


"We've never been able to get 


a direct reading on the winds of 
a twister," Lee said. "Our air- 
planes can and do fly into hurri- 
canes, 
but hurricanes 
have 


straight winds and seldom blow 
over 100 miles an hour.

cular winds which we think can 
blow 200-to 500 miles an hour." 


The sti'dy will wind up some- 


time in June, since this is the 
period of greatest tornado activ- 
ity, although twisters have been 
known to occur any time of the 
year. 


Dr. William Kessler, director 


of the lab, calls his station — 
located in 
what has become 


known as "Tornado Alley" — 
the ideal spot. 


"No other country has severe 


storms like the United States," 
he said. "We just couldn't have 
picked a better place." 


Tornadoes are most frequent 


in northern Texas, Oklahoma, 
Kansas and Missouri. Records 
show 
that 
tornadoes 
have 


claimed an average 197 lives a 
year over the past 48 years. 


During their most frightful 


blow, tornadoes killed 689 per- 
sons in Missouri, Illinois and 
Indiana on a terrifying sweep on 
March 18, 1925. 


From 1875 through 1965, 


records show 1,432 tornadoes in 
Oklahoma, with 1,076 persons 
killed. The most deadly storm to 
strike Oklahoma passed over 
F.i'is and Woodward counties on 
April 8, 1947, 


cutting a swath with ranged 


up to two miles in width, and 
hitting portions of Oklahoma, 
Texas a n d Kansas, the storm 
struck Woodward, in western 
Oklahoma, 


It killed 101 persons and in- 


jured 782 others. 


Wih a sound like a n express 


train, tornadoes form a funnel- 
shaped cloud which stretches to 
the ground in its most destruc- 
tive force. 


The powerful winds, combined 


with changes in air pressure 
which can burst buildings as 
though a bomb had gone off in- 
side form s threat which can be 
avoided only by taking cover in 
reinforced structures, such as 
storm shelters or inside strong 
buildings. 


The weather experts say that 


their greatest hope is to in- 
crease the margin of safety for 
persons in the path of tornadoes 
by giving them enough advance 
warning to allow them to seek 
shelter before the storm strikes.

West Thinks 
War Signs 
Are Fading

WASHINGTON (AP) - Peo- 


ple huddle together in shock and 
terror but go their own way 
again when the sun shines. The 
Western world, which huddled 
after the last war, is showing 
signs it thinks the sun is out. 


Twenty years ago it would not 


have been far fetched to think 
of a union of the Atlantic nation 
including the United States, to 
provide a common interest and 
a common defense to protec it. 


They had learned from Hitler 


what lack of unitv could mean. 
BU tthe Idea would never have 
been very real. The United 
States, whose territory was un- 
scathed by the war, would never 
have yielded Its sovereignty to 
some Western union. 
; The attitude of the United 
States might have been differ- 
ent if it had been devastated by 
bombing as Europe was. 
1 The closest the Atlantic pow- 
ers came to real unity was In 
the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganziation, Including the United 
.States, as a defense against 
'Russian attack. 


Meanwhile, the east Euro- 


peans had no choice. They had 
suffered the full impact of the 
war and were scooped up by 
Stalin and put in the Russian 
bag as satellites. 


Yet, just as in the West, each 


treasured Us own individuality. 
called nationalism and, instead 
of immediately absorbing them. 
Russia let each have its own 
government, provided it was 
Communist. 


Eventually, in 1955, Russia 


formed a counterpart of NATO 
by forming the Warsaw pact, a 
military alliance made up of 
Russia and the satellites. So 
now there were two groups of 
huddlers: East and West under 
a military shield. 


Both sides began to relax a bit 


as the shock and terror of the 
war retreated from memory 
and they began to get back on 
their feet and prospered. Fear 
and suspicion remain on b o t h 
sides, but less intensely. 


And the result was predicta- 


ble. As each nation, East and 
West, began to feel a little less 
dependent on its neighbors, that 
old story which has plagued his- 
tory, nationalism, began to tell 
itself again. 
France is the best example of 


it under President Charles de 
Gaulle who, spying times fave. 
changed, rocked N A T O by 
deciding to null his troons out 
from under his command. 


Inevitably other NATO part- 


ners will assert their own na- 
tionalism more and more, in 
different ways, as time passes. 
But the relaxed mood settling 
over Western Europe has begun 
to have Us effect in the Commu- 
nist world. 


Romania called for the aboli- 


tion of all military alliances and 
the withdrawal of troops from 
foreign soil, which was a way of 
telling the Russians to get back 
where they belong. 


None of the other satellites 


has been as outspoken or rest- 
less as Romania although it can 
onlv be a matter of time before 
they are, unless East-West ani- 
mosities tense up again. 


But time moves slowly ard 


the Western world — eastern 
Europe is included here — is 
still divided into two blocs. This 
is frustrating for both and it is 
impossible, because of the evo- 
lutionary process nf history, to 
believe this condition can re- 
main frozen another 20 years 


The proof is that Communism 


in Europe, like capitalism, has 
been in this evolutionary pro- 
cess right along and will wind 
up, 
like 
capitalism, 
unrec- 


ognizable by its early prophets 
Right now we are iust looking at 
the slim beginnings. 


Paratroopers 
Regroup for 
New Assaults

SAIGON, South Viet Nam 


(AP) — U.S. paratroopers re- 
grouped today for fresh assaults 
on entrenched North Vietnam- 
ese regulars who already have 
lost nearly 400 men in the jun- 
gled central highlands. 


While ground fighting subsid- 


ed to Isolated skirmishes during 
the day, B52 bombers pounded a 
Communist troop are only 10 
miies north of the battle area. 


The B52 strikes were made 


before dawn to support ground 
units of the U.S. 101st Airborne 
Division wfiich has locked with 
at least two battalions of North 
Vietnamese 
Army 
regulars 


since Tuesday. 


A U.S. military spokesman 


said there had been sightings of 
at least two more Communist 
battalions in recent days in the 
BE2 target area. He said the 
target was a suspected site for 
North 
Vietnamese 
reserve 


forces and supplies. 


Capt. Bill Carpenter, a hero of 


the 
paratroopers 
ground 


fighting 30 miles northwest of 
Kontum City, was reported to 
have led survivors of his com- 
pany to safety during the day. 


Carpenter, the West Point 


football star who was the "lone- 
some end" of the 1959 West 
Point football team, had called 
in a Napalm air strike on his 
own position Thursday when his, 
company was being overrun by 
North Vietnamese. 


The spokesman said that as of 


late this afternoon the North 
Vietnamese dead totaled 385, an 
increase of more than 100 over 
the previous official figure. 


The official spokesman gave 


this summary of the situation on 
the battlefield 280 miles north of 
Saigon: 


"There are two confirmed 


battalions of North Vietnamese 
regulars dug in along moderate- 
ly steep ridges, heavily covered 
by underbrush which is chiefly 
bamboo thickets. 


"U.S. and ARVN (South Viet- 


namese) forces are in positions 
all around the general area. Be- 
cause of the broken nature of 
the terrain it is not accurate to 
describe this as surrounding the 
enemy. 


The spokesman said Ameri- 


can casualties continued light 
over-all, although several indi- 
vidual units suffered moderate 
or heavy losses. 


The battle could have large 


military significance. With two 
and possibly four North Viet- 
namese 
battalions 
badly 


mauled, it could upset the time- 
table for any Communist mon- 
soon offensive against the cen- 
tral highlands. 


The highlands long have been 


a Red objective and at least six 
regiments of North Vietnamese 
were known to be poised just 
across the border in Laos. 


Throughout the fighting of the 


past few days, U.S. planes flew 
202 air strikes against the en- 
trenched 
North 
Vietnamese. 


Some 'of the strikes were close 
to American ground forces and 
the spokesman said one strike 
today was within 50 yards of the 
paratroopers.
